President Cleveland's Mes- 
sage to Congress. 


He Does Not Believe in Reducing 
Internal Revenue Taxes, 


But Recommends to Congress a Wise 
Revision of the Tariff. 


Raw Material and Wool Should Be 
on the Free List. 


The Gravity of the Financial . Situation 
Pointed Out and the Urgency of Reducing 
the Surplus Demonstrated — NO Free 
Trade—What Protection Protects—The 
Danger of Trusts“ and Other Trade 
Combinations—The Paramount Impor- 
tance of Tariff Legislation—A Unique 
Message Dealing Only With One Topic. 


[BY TELEGRAPH. |] 

WASHINGTON, December 6.—The President’s 
message to Congress Is as follows: 
To the Congress of the United Statea: 

You are confronted at the threshold of your 
legislative duties with a condition of the na- 
tional finances which imperatively demands 
immediate and careful consideration. 

The amouut of money annually exacted 
through the operations of present laws from 
the industries and necessities of the people 
largely exceeds the sum necessary to meet the 
expenses of the Government. 

When we consider that the 

INDEFENSIBLE theory of our institutions 

EXTORTION. guarantees to every citizen 
the full enjoyment of all the 
fruits of his industry and enterprise, with 
only such deduction as may be his share to- 
wards the careful and economical maintenance 
of the Government which protest him. it is 
plain that the exaction of more than this 18 in- 
defensible extortion, and a culpable betrayal 
of American fairness and justice. This wrong 
inflicted upon those who bear the burden of 
national taxation, like other wrongs, 
multiplies a brood of evil conse- 
quences. The public treasury, which should 
only exist as a conduit conveying the people’s 
tribute to its legitimate objects ofexpenditure, 
becomes a hoarding-place for money need- 
lessly withdrawn from trade and the people's 
use, thus cripping our national energies, sus- 
pending our country’s deyelopment, prevent- 
ing investment in productive enterprises, 
threatening financial disturbance and inviting 
schemes of public plunder. 
This condition of our treasury isnot alto- 
gether new; and it has more 
PRESAGING FINAN-tRan once of late been sub- 
CIAL DISASTER. mitted to the people’s repre- 
sentatives in the Congress, 
who alone can apply aremedy. And yet the 
situation still continues, with aggravated in- 
cidents, more than ever presaging financial 
convulsion and wide-spread disaster. 
It will not do to negiect this situation be- 
cause its dangers are not now palpably immi- 
nent and apparent. They exist none the less 
certainly, and await the unforeseen and un- 
expected occasion when suddenly they will be 
precipitated upon us. 

On the 30th day of June, 
1885, the excess of revenues 
over public expenditures, 
after complying with the an- 
nual requirement of the sinking-fund act, was 
$17,859,735.84; during the year ended June 30, 
1886, such excess amounted to 549, 40,548. 20; 
and during the year ended June 30, 1887, it 
reached the sum ot $55, 567,949.54. 

The annual contributions to the sinking 
fund during the three years above specified, 
amounted in the aggregate to 5138, 058, 820. 94 
and deducted from the surplus as stated, were 
made by calling in for that purpose outstand- 
ing 3 per cent bonds of the Government.

lations, will swell the surplus in the Treasury 
to 140, 000,000. 

There seems to be no assurance that, 
such a withdrawal from use of the people's 
circulating medium, our business community 
may not in the near future be subjected to the 
same distress which was quite lately produced 
from the same cause. And while the func- 
tions of our national Treasury should be few 
and simple, and while its best condition would 
be reached, I believe, by its entire 
disconnection with private business interests, 
yet when, by a perversion of its purpose, it 
idly hoids money uselessly substracted from 
the channels of trade, there seems to be 
reason for the claim that some legitimate 
means should be devised by the Government 
to restore in an emergency, without waste or 
extravagance, such money to its place among 
the people. 

If such an emergency arises there now exists 
no clear and undoubted Executive power of 
relief. Heretofore. the redemption of 8 
percent bonds, which were payable at the 
option of the Government, has afforded a 
means for the disbursement of the excess of 
our revenues; but these bonds have all been 
retired, and there are no bonds outstanding 
the payment of which we have the right to 
insist upon. The contribution to the sinking 
fund which furnishes the occasion for expen- 
diturein the purchase of bonds has been 
already made for the current year, so that 
there is no outlet in that direction. 

In the present state of leg- 
islation the only pretense of 
any existing Executive power 
to restore, at this time, any 
part of our surplus revenues to the people by 
its expenditure consists in the supposition 
that the Secretary of the Treasury may enter 
the market and purchase the bonds of the 
Government not yet due, at a rate of premium 
to be agreed upon. 

The only provision of law from which such a 
power could be derived is found in an appro- 
priation bill passed a number of years ago; 
and it is subject to the suspicion that it was in- 
tended as temporary and limited in its appli- 
cation, instead of conferring a continuing dis- 
cretion and authority. No condition ought to 
exist which would justify the grant of power 
to a single official, upon his judgment of its 
necessity, te withhold from or release to the 
business of the people, in an unusual 
manner, money held in the Treasury, 
and thus affect, at his will, the finan- 
cial situation of the country; and if 
it is deeme d wise to lodge inthe Secretary of 
the Treasury the authority in the present 
juncture to purchase bonds it should be plainly 
vested and provided, as far as possible, with 
such checks and limitations as will define this 
official’s right and discretion, and at the same 
time relieve him from undue responsibility. 

In considering the question of purchasing 
bonds as a means of restoring to oir- 
culation the surplus money accumlating in the 
Treasury, it should be borne in mind that pre- 
miums must of course be paid upon such pur- 
chase, that there may be a large part of these 
bonds held as investments which cannot be 
purchased at any price,and that combinations 
among the holders who are willing to sell 
may unreasonably enhance the cost of such 
bonds to the Government. 

It has been suggested that the present 
bonded debt might be refunded at a 
less rate of interest, and the difference 
between the old and new security paid in cash, 
thus finding use for the surplus in the Treas- 
ury. Ths success of this plan, it is apparent, 
must depend upon the volition of the boiders 
of the present bonds; and it is not entirely 
certain that the inducement which must be 
offered them would result in more financial 
benefit to the Government than the purchase 
of bonds, while the latter proposition would 
reduce the principal of the debt by actual 
payment, instead of extending it.

people is, it seems to 
exceedingly objectionable in prin- 
ciple, ‘establishing too close relationship 
between the operations ef the Goy- 
ernment Treasury and the business of the 
country, and too extensive a commingling of 
their money, thus fostering an unnatural rell 
ance in private business upon pudlio 
funds. Ifthis scheme should be adopted it 
should only be done as a temporary expedient 
to meet an urgent necessity. Legislative and 
executive effort should generally be in the 
opposite direction and should have a tendency 
to divorce, as much and as fast ascan safely 
be done, the Treasury Department from pri- 
vute enterprise. Of course it is not expected 
that unnecessary and extravagant appropria- 
tions will be made for the purpose of avold- 
ing the accumulation of an excess of 
revenue. Such expenditure, besides the 
demoralization of all just conceptions of 
public duty which it entails, stimulates a 
habit of reckless improvidence not in the 
least consistent with the mission of our peo- 
ple or the high and beneficent purposes of our 
Government.

and, above all, when it must be 
conceded that the increase of the cost of 
living caused by such tariff becomes a bur- 


den upon those with moderate means and the 


poor, the employed and unemployed, the sick 
and well, and the young and old, and that it 
constitutes a tax which, with relentless grasp, 
is fastened upon the clothing of every man, 
woman and child in the land, reasons are sug- 
gested why the removalor reduction of this 
duty should be included in a revision of our 
tariff laws. 

In speaking of the increased 
cost to the consumer of our 
home manufacture, resulting 
from a duty laid upon imported articies 
of the same description, the fact is 
not overlooked that competition among 
our domestic producers sometimes has the 
effect of keeping the price of their products be- 
low the highest limit allowed by such duty. But 
it is notorious that this competition is too 
often strangled by combinations quite preva- 
lent at this time, and frequently called trusts, 
which have for their object the regulation of 
the supply and price of commodities made 
and sold by members of the combination. 
The people can hardly hope for any consider- 
ation in the operation of these selfish schemes. 

If, however, in the absence of such combi- 
mation, a healthy and free competition re- 
duces the price of any particular dutiable ar- 
ticle of home production below the limit 
which it might otherwise reach under our 
tariff laws, and if, with such reduced price, 
its manufacture continues to thrive, it is en- 
tirely evident that one thing has been discov- 
ered which should be carefully scrutinized in 
an effort to reduce taxation.

Acon- 
siderable reduction can be made, in the ag- 
gregate, by adding them to the free list. The 
taxation of luxuries presents no features of 
hardship; but the necessaries of life used and 
consumed byallthe people, the duty upon 
which adds to the cost of living in every 
home, should be greatly cheapened. 
The radical reduction of the 
RAW duties imposed upon raw ma- 
MATERIAL. terial used in manufactures, 
e or its free importation, is of 
course an important factor in any effort to re- 
duce the price of these necessaries. It would 
not only relieve them from the increased cost 
Caused by the tariff on such material, but 
the manufactured product being thus 
cheapened ,that part of the tariff now laid upon 
such product, as a compensation to our manu- 
facturers for the present price of raw mate- 
rial could be accordingly modified. Such re- 
duction or free importation would serve be- 
sides to largely reduce the revenue. It is not 
apparent how such a change can have any in- 
jurious effect upon our manufacturers. 
the contrary, it would appear to give them a 
better chance in foreign markets with 
the manufacturers of other countries, 
who cheapen their wares by free 
material. Thus our people might have 
the opportunity of extending their saies 
beyond the limits of home consumption— 
saving them from the depression, interruption 
in business and loss caused by a glutted 
domestic market and affording their em- 
ployes more certain and steady labor, with its 
resulting quiet and contentment. 
The question thus impera-

REVENUE. should be approached in a 
spirit higher than partisan- 
ship and considered in the light of that regard 
for patriotic duty which should characterize 
the action of those intrusted with the weal of 
a confiding people.

A CONDITION,NOT conclusion will not be im- 
A THEORY. proved by dwelling upon the 
theories of protection and 
free trade. This savors too much of bandy- 
ing epithets. Itis a CONDITION which con- 
fronts us—notatheory. Relief from this con- 
dition may involve a slight reduction of the 
advantages which we award our home produc. 
tions, but the entire withdrawal of such 
advantages should not be contemplated. 
The question of free trade is absolutely 
irrelevant; and, the persistent claim made in 
certain quarters that all efforts to relieve the 
people from unjust and unnecessary taxation 
are schemes of so-called free traders, is mis- 
chievous and far removed from any considera- 
tion for the public good. 

The simple and plain duty 

which we owe the people is 
to reduce taxation to the 
necessary expenses of an 
economical operation of the Government, and 
to restore to the business of the country the 
money which we hold in the Treasury through 
the perversion of governmental powers. 
These things can and should be done with 
safety to all our imdustries, without danger to 
the opportunity for remunerative labor which 
our workingmen need, and with benefit to 
them and all our people, by cheapening their 
means of subsistence and increasing the meas- 
ure of their comforts. 
. The Constitution provides 
that the President shail, from 
time to time, give to the 
Congress information of the 
state of the Union. It has 
custom of the Executive in 
compliance with this provision, to 
annually exhibit to the Oongress, at 
the opening of its session, the general con- 
dition of the country, and te detail with some 
particularity the operations of the different 
executive departments. It would be es- 
pecially agreeable to follow this course at the 
present time, and to call attention to 
the valuable accomplishments of these de- 
partments during the last fiscal year. ButI 
amsomuch impressed with the paramount 
importance of the subject to which this com- 
munication has thus far been devoted that I 
shall forego the addition of any other topic 
and only urge upon yourimmediate consider- 
ation the state of the Union,’’ as shown in 
the present condition of our Treasury and our 
general fiscal situation, upon which every 
element of our safety and prosperity de- 
pends. 

The reports of heads of departments, which 
will be submitted, contain full and explicit in- 
formation touching the transaction of the 
business intrusted tothem and such recom- 
mendations relating to legislation inthe pub- 
lic interest as they deem advisable. Iask for 
these reports and recommendations the de- 
liberate examination and action of the legis- 
lative branch of the Government. 

There are other subjects not embraced In 
the departmental reports demanding legis- 
lative consideration, and which I should be 
giad tosubmit. Some of them, however, have 
been earnestly presented in previous mes- 
sages, and as to them, I beg leave to repeat 
prior recominendations. 

As the law makes no provision for any re- 
port from the Department of State, a brief 
history of the transactions of that important 
department, together with other matters 
which it may hereafter be deemed essential 
to commend to the attention of the Congress 
may furnish the occasion for a future com- 
munication.

THE PARNELLITES HIT HARD BY THE su- 
CESS OF UNIONIST DEMONSTRATIONS. 


Alleged Failure of the FEsmonde-0O’Con- 
nor Mission in America—The Queen’s 
Movements — Biography of the Prince 
Consort — The Royal Execution Case 
Liberals Excited Over the Battle of the 
Political Educational Organisations 
The Pope's Affection for Ireland—Ed- 
mund Yates’ Cable Budget of Social 
and Political Gossip. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, December 6.—The Parnellites are 
not happy. The extraordinary and unlooked- 
for success of the Unionist demonstration has 
hit them hard, and the imprisonment of one 
after another of the chief lieutenants of their 
party is a serious blow. Very few of them 
are dauntiess and brave like Davitt; 
but the martyr of Tullamore Jail fairly 
represents the majority. They have a 
wholesome dread of tbe inside of a prison 
and the flery barking of their platform 
speeches changes into a dismal whine in 
presence of the consequences of their 
patriotism. Parnellite oratory is the steam 
that drives the engine of home rule agita- 
tion, but the coal that feeds the furnace 
to make the steam is Clan-Na-Gael money from 
America; and the supply of Fenian dollars is 
running short. The Esmonde—O’OConnor mis- 
sion to the United States was expected to ro- 
plenish the treasury, but the Clan-Na-Gael 
leaders failed to materialize for obvious rea- 
sons. They counted on a series of harangues 
ot the type that enthused Fenian audiences in 
former years, and they are in no mood to pay 
for mild constitutionalism in remote places. 
Therefore, where the delegates could throw 
down their sheep’s clothing without risk of a 
reporter catching English ears, they have done 
fairly well, but in important centers they have 
failed signally. The failure of their visit to 
Chicago is specially ominous. The Fenian or- 
g ans, ot course, proclaimed that meeting agreat 
success, but as a matter of fact it was badly 
attended, and I hear that the proceeds 
amounted to only about $500, barely enough to 
cover expenses. The Union, an excellent 
weekly journal published in Dublin, prints an 
account which it calls the National Land 
League budget,the figures of which are worthy 
ofattention. It appears that the receipts of 
the League during the present year have 
amounted to £34,949 l4s 8d, out of which 
the magnificent sum of £5,588 has been dis- 
bursed to tenants evicted as dupes of the 
League. There remains,therefore, a balance of 
£29,366 14s sd, persistently and  contin- 
ually unaccounted for since January 1, 1887. 
Perhaps Mr. T. P. O’Connor’s new evening 
paper,which is being puffed up with such des- 
perate energy in certain quarters, will signal- 
ize its appearance by furnishing a full cash ac- 
count of Land League payments. 

THE QUEEN’S MOVEMENTS. 

Iam informed there is no foundation for the 
report that the Queen is going to San Remo in 
January. Her Majesty's intention is to pags 
Christmas at Osborne and remain there till the 
middie of February, when she will return to 
Windsor. The Queen contemplates going to 
the Continent toward the end of March, and if 
the Crown Prince and Princess are then in San 
Remo she will go there. The illness of the 
Crown Prince has caused so profound a sensa- 
tion throughout Germany that the Duke of 
Saxe Oobourg-Gotha’s book, the publication 
of which was expected to be the great event of 
last month, bas been positively kilied,and no- 
body either speaks or writes about it. The 
Duke has presented splendidly-bound copies 
to several European sovereigns, and three 
have been to England, one as a gift to the 
Queen, one for the Prince of Wales, and the 
third for the Royal Library at Windsor. 


THE PRINCE CONSORT’S BIOGRAPHY. 

The Queen stipulated some time ago that 
nothing should be published about the Prince 
Consort or about England without her ap- 
proval. Iunderstand that proofs of several 
chapters were corrected by Her Majesty, whose 
excisions have not tended to make the work 
entertaining. The Queen has plenty of means 
of amusement while traveling. She has every 
appliance for comfortable reading and writing 
in her day saloon and occupies herself ona 
long journey exactly as if at home in her usual 
writing-room. The other day a heavy mail of 
dispatches, letters and newspapers reached 
Ballater from London, shortly before the 
royal train left, and everything was deposited 
on the table in the saloon. The Queen had 
ample occupation all the way to Perth. 

USING POSTAL CARDS. 

The Prince of Wales, following the illustrious 
example set by Mr. Gladstone, bas lately taken 
to corresponding by post card. 

THE ROYAL EXECUTION CASE. 

The royai execution case still excites atten- 
tion at Cambridge, and the latest phase is a 
threatened motion for breach of privilege. The 
Committee of the Whole House, which finally 
disposed of the matter last week, was one of 
the largest on record. The President of the 
Union defended his ruling, and in spite of Mr. 
Boyd Carpenter's eloquence the fine imposed 
on Mr. Storey was confirmed bya vote of 
257 to 104. The hopeful advocate of the 
expediency of occasional royal exe- 
cutions , on the pour encourager 
les autres’’ principle is, by the way, ason of 
Alderman Storey, M. P., one of Mr. Andre 
Oarnegie’s most ardent lieutenants in the 
North, who once gave great offense in the 
House by a speech on royal grants scarcely 
less violent than his son’s diatribe at the 
Union. 

THE LIBERALS EXCITED. 

The keenest excitement prevails at the Na- 
tional Liberal Club over the baitle of the po- 
litical education organizations which is to be 
fought on Thursday. Notices are being sent 
out by either side, but the Oxenbridge party 
stole amarch on their opponents by sending 
out a deprecatory memorandum along with 
the notice of the motion. The Round Robin- 
iste have issued a counterblast since then, but 
I hear that the Oxenbridge amendment against 
the club taking active part in politics at the 
present moment will be carried. 


THE DOPPING CARE. 
Col. Dopping bas decided to take no further 
proceedings in his suit against Mr. Gladstone. 
He has placed himseif in the hands of his 
lawyers and in this decision has acted on 
their advice. Mr. Gladstone’s letter is of 
course no answer to the action, while it de- 
stroys hisown defense; but they feel that as 
the ex-Prime Minister of England has been 
compelled not only to eat words used ina 
great political speech, but more than this, to 
make an apology ,has been sufficiently humili- 
ated, and no good purpose would be gained 
by bringing him detore a jury. Asfor that 
silly creature Stuart, Col. Dopping’s course 
is doubtful, bat no one will be surprised if he 
decides to treat him as the pious coster- 
monger treated the moke that kicked him. 
He dismissed the matter by remarking that 
the creature knew no better. 
THE POPE'S AFFECTION FOR IRELAND. 
The Pope is showing his affection for Ireland 
and the Irish by ordering the jubilee pontifical 
robes to be made of white poplin of Dublin 
manufacture. It is worth recalling that pop- 
lin manufacture was introduced into Ireland 
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rather languishing condition at present, like 
most other things In Ireland. 

THE ISLAND OF LEWIS. 

The late Sir James Matheson purchased the 
Island of Lewis in 1844 from Mrs. Stewart Mac- 
kensie of Seaiorth for £190,000. He spent £25 ,000 
constructing roads and bridges. He built har- 
bor piers and reclaimed waste lands with the 
result that he expended upward of £280,000 on 
the island. The objectof Sir Matheson’s life 
was the development of Lewis and the im- 
provement of the condition of the inhabitants. 
The whole thing, however, was a failure, The 
land which had been reclaimed proved worth- 
less, so it has been converted into a deer 
forest. The Orofters are a lazy, idle lot of 
cadgers, the niggers of Western Europe. 
They are exactly like those Russian peasants 
who, when a haifbrained reformer was shout- 
ing to them no landlords, let every man 
earn his own bread on his own land by the 
sweat of his brow,’’ responded, ‘‘Yes; by the 
sweat of his brow, and when crops fail then 
the landlords must feed. Mr. Ross Winans 
who leases about a dozen deer forests in 
the Strathglass and Glenaffrie Districts ex- 
tending to upward of 200,000 acres, does not 
fear any raid on his territory, as he has a small 
army of foresters, keepers and watchers who 
have been specially selected and thoroughly 
trained to the work of carefully guarding their 
respective beats. 

WAR TO THE KNIFE. 

There is war to the knife between the Drama 
and the Metrorolitan Board of Works. The 
former protests rez pectfully against the offer 
of paternal protection made by the latter, 
and prefers the authority of a well-regulated 
department to the unknown terrors of 
a new supervision. Mr. Harris presided 
over a meeting of managers held in the 
Drury Lane Theater on Wednesday. So strong 
is manageriai opinion against the Board that 
an invitation toafriendly conference was po- 
litely declined and adeputation will wait on 
the Home Secretary in a few davs. 

LANCASTER’S NEW THEATER. 

M. John Lancaster’s new theater, which 
Mr. Phillips has just begun, will accommodate 
1,800 persons. It is to have thirteen exits and 
its Italian facade will be adorned with loggias 
and baiconies at every floor communicating 
with casements opening tothe ground. The 
bulding, which is very elaborate, will be 
completed by August 8, 1888.

GOULD’S CITY PALACE, 


A Squabble Over Extra Charges in Reno- 
vating the Structure. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, December 6.—When Jay Gould 
returns from Europe he will occupy virtually 
anew house at No. 579 Fifth avenue. This, 
his city residence, has undergone a great 
change since lastJune. Theentire work has 
been under the charge of Herter Bros., 
who sublet the various branches of the under- 
taking, winding up the renovation of the 
house with rich decorations. The whole cost 
has been about 5100, 000. Mr. Gould has taken 


adeep interest in the overhauling of this 
house. Day after day during the summer Mr. 
Gould would come down from Irvington to 
watch proceedings, oiten remaining agood part 
ofthe day. When he made his coatract with 
Herter Bros., he said he wished everythin 
done to make the house safe, comfortable an 
attractive. The house hadto be renovated, 
however, fog a ceiling had fallen in one of the 
rooms. The-<cellar was damp and the sanitary 
condition ofthe place needed attention. As 
long as Mr. Gould remained conveniently 
near he kept an eye On all that was going on at 
the house. When he discovered that some- 
thing had to be done which he had overlooked 
in his contract with Herter Bros. he would 
say do that. The result seems to have 
been a good many do thats, so that the 
original contract, which was on a basis of 
much less than $100,000, became swelled to 
that sum in its requirements. When Mr.

ONE OF BLAINE’S HENCHMEN ON THE LOCA-

NEW YoRK, December 6.—The National Re- 
publican Committee will meet in Washington 
on Thursday to decide the time and place for 
holding the National Convention next year. 
Chicago and Philadelphia appear to be in the 
lead in the contest for the convention. A 
great many members of the committee have 
expressed no preference for any city and the 
selection of a location for the Republican Con- 
vention is stilluncertain. J. M. Haynes, the 
Maine member of the National Committee, a 
particular friend of Mr. Blaine, is at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel. Mr. Haynes will 
leave for Washington to-day. ‘I have 
not conferred with any of the members of the 
National Committee lately, said he, and 
don’t know what their preferences are in re- 
gard to the best place for holding our conven- 
tion next year. Personally, I should like to 
have the committee meet in the East. New 
York would be a grand place for the conven- 
tion. If any of the delegates got too warm 
they could run down to Coney Island to cool 
off. The attractions here are many and I’ve 
no doubt that the majority of the delegations 
would regard it as a treat to visit this city.’’ 

Po you think any special advantage could 
be gained by holding the convention here?’’

Mr. Blaine made 
a contest for the nomination in 1876 and in 1880. 
In 1884 he was again a candidate and won, but 
was defeated atthe polls. He feels that if he 
runs again the nomination must come to him 
withouta struggle. I have no doubt that Mr, 
Blaine would feel highly complimented to re- 
ceive the unanimous nomination of the Re- 
publican Convention next year. It would be 
an expression by the party that our defeat in 
1884 was due to other causes, and not Mr. 
Blaine, but the contest next 
will. undoubtedly be very close. 
important that the Republicans should 
in harmony. The margin will be very narrow 
either way, The Labor party next year may 
develop new strength and complicate matters 
somewhat. The task of selecting a standard 
bearer for the Republican party will be no 
easy undertaking. No man, whether he ad- 
vocates the nomination of Blaine or some 
other candidate, will feel like pressing his 
claims on the convention, unless the indica- 
tions are clear that he can be elected. If any 
man can be suggested who would draw the 
Prohibition, Irish, Labor and mugwump vote, 
I have no doubt the convention would nomi- 
nate him.

It would be impossible to judge in the role 
of Richelieu whether an actor were well or 
ill except that there is perhaps no more 
laborious task than the simulation of feeble- 
ness which is overcome by temporary flashes 
of nervous vigor. Judged by this standard, 
and it is the only one which is of any Impor- 
tance to the public, Mr. Thomas W. Keene 
proved himself in possession of abund- 
ant strength for the work he had 
to do at the Olympic last evening. His con- 
ception of Richelieu makes prominent the 
physical weakness of the Cardinal and the im- 
pression that he is sustained by his indomita- 
ble heart and will. This weakness is treated 
as real at all times, and not simulated 
at any time for effect by the shrewd 
statesman. In this way the spirit of 
the man is brought in strong contrast 
with his bodily failings, and the out- 
bursts acquire increased power by compari- 
son. This treatment in Mr. Keene’s hands is 
made a bit theatric, but it is undoubtedly ef- 
fective. There is no question of the dramatic 
intelligence, or perhaps instinct would as 
nearly be the correct word, which pervades 
Mr. Keene’s Richelieu nor of the general 
effectiveness of his effort. There is no actor 
on the stage who grasps the dramatic points 
of a situation more unerringly or rapidly than 
Mr. Keene. It seems to be a natural aptitude 
with him, and his chief fault has been a ten- 
dency to overdraw. There was less of this 
than usual last evening. Many of the familiar 
lines which are utilized by actors to appeal to 
the groundlings being given with a repressed 
intensity, which made them extremely forci- 
ble and fine.

They 
are ordinarily mild politicians. Riporn de- 
nounced his former leader, Hartington, and 
minimized the importance of the Hartington 
and Goschen meetings in Dublin, which he said 
consisted of persons collected from all parts, 
even abroad. Hartington and Ohamberlain, 
he said, recently started the new theory that 
unanimity was necessary before a constitu- 
tional change was adwissible. Such principle 
meant utter stagnation. They could never ex- 
pect greater unanimity than is shown at 
present in Ireland by the return of 
86 Parnellites and 16 opponents. Smith 
roundly accused the Opposition in Parliament 
of obstruction and made the discovery that 
the Opposition had made 7,300 speeches 
against 4,100 by the Government 
supporters.

THE MITCHELLSTOWN AFFAIR. 

When the law officers were absolutely un- 
able to prove their case or cite a precedent 
for the suppression of public meetings, 
Smith declared the policy of the Government 
‘was to restore confidence in the law and the 
administration of law in Ireland.

The Tory 
programme is to try to allay the fears of the 
Liberal-Unionist allies, and say that the 
matter is not yet sufficiently discussed.

THE POWER TO PROHIBIT, 

In the Kansas and Iowa cases the United 
States Supreme Court has reversed Judge 
BREWER’S decision in the United States 
Circuit Court, and sustained Kansas 
State Court decisions affirming State 
rights to the full extent asserted by Chief- 
Justice TANEY long years ago, as regards 
the police power to prohibit any manu- 
facture or sale deemed by the State 
Legislature inimical to the public health 
or morals, or to the peace and security 
of society. The full and exclusive au- 
thority of the State Legislature to decide 
what shall be prohibited on such grounds 
isnow affirmed by the United States 
Supreme Court in language that emphat- 


tically rebukes a recent New York Court 


of Appeals’ assumption in an oleomarga- 
rine case. It is also clearly settled by this 
decision that all property must be held 
and all industries conducted subject to 
injury or loss from the exercise of this 
police power, and that the infliction of 
such incidental injuries or losses is not a 
taking or a destroying of private property 
for public use without compensation. This 
disposes of the only formidably obstruc- 
tive side-issue and puts the prohibition 
question fairly before the country, again 
on its merits. It will now have to be met 
fairly and settled on its merits without 
further quibbling or dallying with tech- 
nicalities. It is best for all concerned, 
and certainly best for society at large that 
this disturbing question is at last pre- 
sented free from all disguises and in such 
a shape that politicians can no longer 


dodge the issue.

THE WINTER OF 1886. 


Cattle Owners Sheuld Not Make It a Test 
of Montana Weather. 


Benjamin T. Arnold, a prominent cattleman 
of Miles City, Mont., arrived in the city last 
night and is at the Lindell. In conversation 
with a Post-DISPATCH reporter Mr. Arnold 
said: ‘‘Isee by the papers and have heard 
from many Chicagoans and St. Louisans that 
a general impression prevails that the 
cattle business in Montana and Dakota 
involves most unusual risks. Nothing 


can be more untrue or more unjust 
and detrimental! to the reputation of these Ter- 
ritories. To be sure, the losses last winter 
were very severe, but they were occasioned 
by a combination of circumstances which 
never occurred before, are not likely to occur 
again, and are possible anywhere in the range 
country north of the Platte. Last winter 
there was a heavy snow, followed by a warm 
spell, and that again succeeded by a fierce 
blizzard. The effect of this was to form a 
thick crust upon the top of the snow. 
completely covering the grass, and 
causing the cattle to starve, as a cow, 
unlike a horse or mule, will not paw away the 
snow to get at the grass. I have lived in Mon- 
tana and Dakota for nearly twenty years, and 
never saw such acrust as that which formed 
on the snow last year, The same thing oc- 
curred on the Luramie Plains in 1852, when 
thousands of buffalo starved to death and the 
range was, strange to say, abandoned by them 
ever afterwards, but from that day to this no 
trouble of the kind has been experienced in 
that region, which has been one of the best 
cattle ranges in the country, and the 
one suffering the smallest percentage 
of loss. To have abandoned It asa range be- 
cause of one bad winter would have occa- 
sioned the loss of millions of dollars, but that 
is just what the Eastern cattle-owners are try- 
ing todo in the case of Montana. Wecan get 
no money in our country because every one 
says that cattie are no security, basing their 
statement upon a condition of § affairs 
that never existed before and 
probably never willexistagain. For twenty 

ears no such winter as that of 1886 has been 

nown, and it may not be duplicated for halt 
acentury. To abandon one of the finest cattie 
ranges in the world on account of a single bad 
season seems to me to be the height of folly, 
and 1 do not believe the people will doit if 
they can only be made to see mattersin their 
true light. 


CHEAPEST IN THE COUNTRY. 


St. Louis the Greatest Market for Miners and 
Mining Supplies. 


Charles F. Myers of Aspen, Oolo., arrived in 
the city this morning. Mr. Myers is largely 
interested in Colorado mines, and his visit is 
for the purpose of securing machinery for 
several partly-developed properties. ‘*There 
has been a great change during the last few 
months in regard to mining machinery in Col-

DISPATCH reporter. ‘‘Formerly no one would 
touch any mill except that known as the 
Gilpin County, the California having been 
looked upon as unfit tor our ores. But a great 
change has recently taken place. As long as

t saved a greater proportion of the silver, but 
also because of its lowerfirst cost. But since the 
development of mines containing large bodies 
of low-grade ores, and the unsuccessful at- 
temptto work them profitably with the 
mills 88 in use, several Cali - 
fornia mille ave been put up, with 
such favorable results that dozens of mines 
have begun negotiations for mills of from 
twenty to eighty stamps, and by spring work 
on a lage number will be commenced. This 
will unquestionably cause a large increase in 
the annual output of the State, as many mines 
that have been abandoned can be profitably 
worked by the improved Ualifornia 
mill, and Colorado will no longer be a 
State that handles only high-grade 
ore. Several excellent milis have 
been purchased in St. Louis, and it seems to 
me that in future Colorado will look for her 
supplies in this market and not in Chicago, as 
has hitherto been the case. From what i have 
seen I feel no hesitation in saying that 8t. 
Louis is the best and cheapest market for min- 
ing machinery in the country and must come 
to the tront.’

ional with the company to terminate 
the insurance by giving notice tothe insured 
of their intention to do so, in which case the 
company shall refund a ratable portion of the 
premium note. Mr. Schmidt had no notice 
or knowledge of the proceeding in court, 
or the dissolution, and no actual notice 
of the decree until after his 

opens had been destroyed by 
Are April 8, although it was shown that — 
cation had been made of the hearing of claims, 
but it was madein a we paper of very 
limited circulation and it did notcatch Mr. 
Schmidt’s eye, nor did he receive a notice sent 
by mail. 

The Commissioner decided that he was only 
entitied under the lawto the value of the un- 
earned premium at the date of the decree of 
dissolution, and allowed him only such 
amount—$75. The Circuit Court overruled his 
exception and the Court of Appeals to-day 
affirms that jadgment. The power of the 
Legislature of this State to prescribe the terms 
on which the assets of an insolvent tnsurance 
company created by the laws of this State 
shall be distributed among the policy- holders 
is plenary except as to policies issued prior to 
the passage of the law. It follows that itis 
immaterial whether this policy-holder had 
notice of the decree of dissolution or not. 

The decree of the Circuit Court dissolving 
the company was notice to the world, and con- 
cluded the rights of policy-holders effectually. 
All the Appellate Judges concur in this de- 
cision. 


A Sleeping Car Theft. 


The Court of Appeals to-day reversed and 
remanded the case of Augustin Root against 
the New York Central Sleeping Oar Company. 
This was a claim of a passenger for 464 which 
he lost in a sieeping car berth on his way to 


Boston. The case went twice before a jury 
and.the first jary gave a verdict in favor of the 
company and the second jury gave Mr. Root a 
verdict for $262, which the court subsequently 
sets aside. The money was in the passenger“ 

ocketbook in his vest under his pillow when 
1e went to the wash-room. When he returned 
his pocketbook was missing, but the porter 
brought it to him a few minutes alterwardgs.

The Court of Appeals is of the opinion that 
the sleeping-car company is Hable for the 
theft of its servants irrespective of the contrib- 
utory negligence of its patrons. The duty of 
the company through its servants wonld be to 
protect the passenger's property, aithough 
discovered n an exposed situation 
where the A carelessness 
may have le a on The or ee of 
the passenger's hand- gage and mone 
however, is a mixed ousted „ partly of the 
passenger and partly of the sleeping-car 
company. If a passenger puts articles in a 
place where anybody can steal them and goes 
away and leaves them there without notifying 
the car servants,as a matter of law he has n 
guilty of contributory negligence. In this case

negligence, and as they rested their verdict 
upon that ground and not on the ground of 
theft by the porter, the judgment is reversed 
and the case remanded.

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HOW PRETTY TILLIE ROESLEIN PUNISHED 
ARCHIE GRAHAM TO-DAY. 


arrant Containing Serious Allegations 
Against the New School Director Sworn 
Out by Miss Roeslein—Her Room- Mate, 
Miss Annie Fitzpatrick, Corroborates 
Her Statement—Mr. Graham} in His Own 
Defense—A Scandal Which Caused a 
Horsewhipping und May Cause a Va- 
cancy in the N ow School Board. 


Shortly after 11 o’clock this morning two 
neatly-dressed and genteel-appearing young 
ladies called at the office of Assistant Prose- 
outing- Attorney Dlerkes to procure a warrant 
for attempted criminalassault against Archi- 
bald Graham, or Archie Graham as he is better 
known, one of the men recently elected a 
member-at-large of the School Board. The 
larger of the young ladies, a rather comely 
brunette, was Miss Tillie Roeslein and 
the other Miss Annie Fitzpatrick. 
Like her companion, Miss Fitzpatrick is en- 
dowed with more than the usual amount of 
good looks. Both wore dark sacques and 
dark blue dresses, being clad very much 
alike. Miss KRoeslein explained to the’ Assist- 
ant Prosecuting Attorney that she had been 
employed as saleslady in the store at 
Graham’s bakery, while her companion had 
been working at the house as a dining-room 
girl. They roomed together, and 
this morning, after the Fitzpatrick 
girl had arisen,. Mr. Graham entered 


the room and attempted to criminally assault 


her (Miss Roeslein). He had also made pre- 
vious attempts to take similar privileges with 
Miss Fitzpatrick. After hearing the stories of 
both girls the Assistant Prosecuring Attorney 
conciuded to issue a warrant for plain assault 
and permit the cri minal feature to be brought 
out at the trial ofthe case. The warrant was 


accordingly issued for that offense, Miss Roes- 
lein swearing to the information. 

After they had procured the warrant both 
oung ladies were seen by a reporter of the 
O8T-DISPATCH and related the particulars of 

the charge. " 
MISS ROESLEIN'S STORY. 

Miss Roeslein, who pleads guilty to being 22 

ears of age, though she could easily pass for 
ess, related her story in a straightforward 
manner and with a delicacy and suffusion of 
blushes which showed conclusively that she 
did not much relish the stand she felt herself 
forced to take in the matter. 

„J have béen in Mr. Graham's employ, she 
said, ‘‘about eighteen months. I have been 
attending to the store connected with his 
bakery at No. 2843 Market street. This morn- 
ing at 5:30 o’clock, Annie, here, who is em- 
ployed in the dining- room and who has been 
my room-mate, left the room to go down- 
stairs and attend to her work. Idid not have 
to get up so early and remained in bed,asleep. 
While Annie was buttoning her shoes she says 
she saw Mr. Graham peep in at the door and 
then walk away, but she did not pay much 
attention to the incident. After she 
had gone Mr. Graham came into the 
room. First he came up to my bed 
and laid his hands on me. It half 
awakened me, but I thought it was my room- 
mate who had come back to tease me. I mut- 
tered, ‘Annie, let me alone. I want to sleep,’ 
or something of that kind. ThenlIfelt my- 
self kissed. This fully awakened me. Look- 
ing up I saw not Annie, but Mr.Graham stand- 
ing over me. Get away from me, you scoun- 
drel!’ Icried. He said he would not, and at- 
tempted to get into the bed. I rolled over to 
the other side, and pulling the sheet 
around me got out of 
in way, I 
how. nad 
call the police, but it bad no effect. He said 
he did not care whom I called. The man ap- 
peared desperate and ran about the bed to try 
to prevent me getting away, but I gotoutofthe 
room anyhow. As soonas I could hurry on 
my clothes;I ran down-stairs and from the 
house next door got a cowhide. Mr. Graham 
bad left my room and gone into his own im 
mediately after] got away from him. When JI 
came back with the cowhide I went direct to 
his room and horsewhipped him. I was 
determined to teach him a lesson. He 
is aman, I suppose, over 45 years of age, and 
has a wife and two children. Mrs. Graham 
was down-stairs at her work at the time, 
but the horsewhipping I gave ber husband 
brought her up. Then I told her the whole 
story, and she said it served him right. She 
ud“ised me to come down and take out a 
warrant against him. I told her that I 

d not like to do that. It would not only 
ivemean unpleasant notoriety, but would 

ulso bring disgrace upon her and the chil- 
dren, and for the latter reason 
more than any other I di not 
wantto doit. Shesaid not to mind her and 
the children, but to go and get the warrant. 
He had carried this thing entirely too far, and 
it was about time something should be done to 
cbeck him. Solcame and took out the war- 
rant.’’ 
MISS FITZPATRICK TALES. 

Miss Annie Fitzpatrick, her companion, re- 
marked: ‘‘Mr. Graham twice endeavored to 
assault me in the same manner. While I was 
working there last summer he tried and 1 left 
the place. About a month ago I 
came back and he again offered 
me a similar insult. I told him then 
never to attempt it agsin or] would make it 
warm for him, and he has made no further 
attempt since to trouble me. But he is a ter- 
rible man. Last night he was out all night. 
He said so himself. At 5:30 this morning he 
peeped into our room as I was putting on my 
shoes, but I thought nothing further of the 
matter then. Now, I know he wanted to see 
it I had left the room. After I had gone he 
went in and attempted to take this advantage 
of Tillie while she was asleep. You know she 
doesn’t getup asearlyasIdo. When I told 
him in the presence of his wife what I had 
seen him do he slapped my face and called me 
a vile name. Oh, heisabrute! I tried to get 
out a warrant for assault and battery against 
him, but Mr. Dierkes told me to wait until the 
other case had been tried, as he wanted to see 
how that would come out first.’’ 

Miss Roeslein is a young ~4 4 who, her ac- 
quaintances state, has always borne an excel- 
lent reputation, and she is certainly most lady- 
like in her appearance and demeanor. She is 
well connected here, being aniece of the book- 
binder and of the insurance agent of the same 
family name.

Row Wall Street Speculators Got a Copy of 
the Message. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

New YORK, December 6.—There was a report 
in Wall street yesterday afternoon, which 
some inquiry tended to confirm, that a stenog- 
rapher in Washington, employed by Col. La- 
mont, the President’s Private Secretary, had 
sold a part of the President’s message to some 
Wall street speculators. It was said that a 
large part of the President’s message had 
been dictated to this stenographer from the 


President's first draft, in order that he might 
make a clear copy in  type-writing for 
use in the public printing office. This 
stenographer was said to have made three 
copies of the type-written draft of the portion 
of the message, some ninty-five pages dictated 
to him, and to have sold two copies to specu- 
latorsin New York. It is further reported 
that these speculators had entered into exten- 
sive transactions in the common stock of the 
New York, Chicago 4 St. Louis Railroad, 
8 known as the Nickel Plate, not that

MORE RECONSTRUCTION. 
A COSTLY Wen en PUBLIC IMPROVE- 
MENT TO BE MADE. a 


The Board of Public Improvements Awards 
Contracts at To-Day’s Meeting—Superin- 
tendent Kuntz Reports That the Daily 
Average Number of Work-House Pris- 
oners Is Increasing—An Elevator Switch 
— The Transfer Extension — Municipal 
Matters. 


To-day the Board of Public Improvements 
held an important meeting, at which it was re- 
solved to recommend to the Municipal Assem- 
bly an ordinance providing that Locust street, 
from Third to Twelfth streets, shall be paved 
with stone flagging. The ordinance specifies 
that the work shall be completed 
by September l, 1888, and that 
the cost shall be assessed against 
the owners of the property adjoining. This 
is regarded by some of the property-owners 
as a good plan, as it is expected that it will in- 
crease the value of Locust street property. 
Others will enter a protest against the passage 
and approval of the ordinance. 

Water Commissioner Holman recommended 
that the contract for furnishing 300 tons of 
water pipe for the extension of the service be 
awarded to the Schickle—Harrison Company 
at $8,985. 

An order to grad the alley between Osage, 
Alberta, Broadway and Missouri avenue was 
made and the work was pot on the Work- 
house list, to be done by the prisoners at that 
institution. 

This Terrible Increase of Crime. 


Superintendent Wm. Kunz of the Work- 
house to-day reported a fact that is not en- 
couraging to the belief that the moral tone 
of this city is improving. He stated in a com- 


munication to the Board of Public Improve- 
ments that the $51,425 appropri- 
ated for the support of the in- 
stitution over which he presides 
will not be sufficient to meet the expenses of 
the year, and asks that the Board recommend 
to the Municipal Assembly that an additional 
A of $8,000 be made. In explana- 
tion of this fact he states that during the cur- 
rent year the average daily number of prisoners 
confined atthe institution bas been 428, while 
for the year of 1886 the average was only 409. 
He also atates that instead of a decrease in the 
number of commitments,he expects that there 
will be an increase during the present month 
which will swell the daily average. For these 
reasons he asks that additional provision be 
made for running the iustitution by making a 
supplemental appropriation of $3,000. 


An Elevator Switch.

The Transfer Extension.

MAHER GOES FREE. 


Curious and Quiet Proceedings in the Ter- 
rible Case of Mrs. Anna Gutting. 


A move of the greatest importance was made 
over a month ago in the Criminal Court in one 
of the principal cases on its docket, but the 
matter has been kept extremely quiet. It was 
in the case of Thomas Cunningham and Will- 
fam Maher, indicted for criminal assault, and 
was nothing more nor less than the entering of 
a nolle prosequi in the case as to Maher.

His name was 
scratched off the docket of the Circuit Attor- 
ney, and the minute-book entry read: ‘‘State 
vs. Thomas Canameng®. criminal assault; 
continued by consent.’’ 

An effort to learn the reason why the name 
of only one defendant appeared in the entry 
developed a strange reticence on the part of 
Clerk Finney. e attempted to laugh the 
matter off witbout giving any information. It 
was noticed that Maher’s name had also been 
scratched off the docketof the Circuit Attor- 
ney, but no information could be 
gleaned from the clerk. Ex-Gov. John- 
son, who is attorney for Ounningham, 
appeared in courtand wasasked if he knew 
the meaning ofthe entry. Hereplied; ‘‘Yes, 
it simply means that the case of Maher was 
nolle prosequied some time ago and that he is 
now afreeman.. The Stage intends using him 
as a witness against Cunningham.’’ 

Cirouit-Attorney Clover was found as reticent 
as Clerk Finney. First be denied the case had 
been dropped as to Maher. Then when he 
was assured that the reporter knew differently 
he replied that he could not speak of the mat- 
ter ie now, but might do so further on. 

‘*‘Why can’t you speak of it now?’’ 

‘. have reasons which I do not care to ex- 
plain. 

‘*Is it because it would hurt the State’s case 
for it to be known?’’ 

es, that is the reason. Publication of the 
matter might interfere with what we are try- 
ing to accomplish.’’ : 

But the defense know of the nolle prose- 
qui as to Maher.’’ 

Then I will tell you we have nolle prose- 
quied his case simply because we intend using 
him as a witness agalnst Cunningham. Mrs. 
Gutting is insane, aud her testimony will be of 
little value, so that we need the testimony of 
Maher. We did not want anything known 
about the matter, and that is why we kept it 
off the records.’’ 

Clerk Finney then declared that he had kept 
itoff the records at the request of the State, 
who did not want anybody to know that the 
case had been nolle prosequied as to Maher. 

THE CRIME. 

This was perhaps the worst case of assault 
ever committed in St. Louis. On the 7th of 
last December Thomas Cunningham and 
William Maher, two hucksters, were in the 
southern part of the cityand gotdrinking very 
freely. 1ey called at the residence of Mrs. 
Anna M. Gutting, wife of 
Probate Clerk John M. 

No. 4658 Pennsylvania avenue, 

taking the woman, Who is demented, and was 
in a delicate condition atthe time, from her 
house, placed her in thelr wagon, and drove 
off with her. It was a bitter cold day, and the 
unfortunate woman had no shoes on her feet, 
and nothing but the scantiest clothing on. 
Alter stopping at several saloons and taking 
more drinks, they took her out on to the com- 
mons ‘and there deserted her. She was 
let make her way back home as best 
she could. Before casting her adrift 
they had assaulted the poor womana num- 
ber of times and at saloons where they 
stopped for drinks had told men they bad a 
womam in the vehicle and had invited them 
out. After nightfall the woman was found by 
the police wandering about in her stocking 
feet. Then the assault was learned of and after 
several hours’search both men were found and 
identified. Indignation ran high and to pre- 
venta lynching officers immediately hurried 
the men to the Four Courts, where they would 
be more secure, It was some time before she 


| recovered from the effects of her experience. 


Her demented condition makes her testimony 
of little value, and the State have all along 
been endeavoring to get one of the defendants 
to a State’s evidence against his confed- 
erate.

Jadge Valliant Takes an Early Turn at the 
Laundry—Decrees Granted To-Day.

The 
following cases were dismissed: Dickson vs.

Comerford. 


A Wife’s Answer. 


Mrs. Eva Schellhouser entered an answer 
and cross-bill this afternoon in Judge Bar- 
clay’s court tothe. divorce petition filed by 
Ferd Schellhouser. They were married in 


October, 1881, and they lived together until 
June of the present year. Mrs. Schell 
houser complains that her husband 


whipped her repeatedly without cause; that he 


subjected her to various indignities, squan- 
dered his money in drinking and gambling 
and did many indecent things, rendering her 
condition intolerable. He also accused her 
falsely of improper conduct, she alleges, and 
neglected her shamefully when she was sick.

A Water- Works Scheme. 


H. L. Remmel and L. Hirsch brought suit 
this afternoon in the Circnit Court against W. 
P. Fairbanks & Co., claiming $20,000 damages 
for failure to carry out an agreement to let the 


plaintiffs inon the ground-floor of a Water- 
works Company for Newport, Ark. They 
allege that they procured the passage of the 
ordinance through the Newport Council and it 
was agreed that they should receive $20,000 in 
stock from the defendants, who carried out 
the work. 


An Unreasonable Rule. 


Inthe suit of Thomas vs. Pacific Express 
Company Judge Seddon to-day overruled the 
motion for a new trial. The only question 
presented was whether an express company 


could receive goods from a party for a cer- 
tain purpose to carry and deliver the 
package, and failing to do 90 et 
refuse to yield the goods up to the 
owner until he identified bimeelf.

r. LOUIS. 


The Point Raised by a Well-Known Tem- 
perance Leader—Ambiguity of the Wood 
Law on the Pharmacy Feature fte 
of the Supreme Court Decision on the 
Third Party—No Trusting of the Repub- 
Means. 


The serenity of the local optionists has been 
distarbed somewhat by the position taken by 
George L. Jackson, who to-day declared that 
he was against going into the 8t. Louls local 
option fight unless the issue was 
made clear. Jackson is a well-known temper- 
ance worker. He was one of the foremost 
speakers in Dunklin County, which was 
among the first counties to go for local option 
in Missouri, the election being held August 13 
last. He thus stated his objection to-day; 
‘‘I want to see this law more clearly ex- 
plained. Ben Deering, manager of this cam- 
paign, stated last week at the meeting as 
the Real Estate Exchangs that the 
purpose of the campaign was simply to 
close the saloons, that anybody 
could have his jug, quart or any other large 
quanity of liquor. It is aleo declared that 
drug stores can sell whisky on a prescription, 
but I claim the law is against it. The law dis- 
tinctly states that only pure alcohol 
can de sold by a pharmacist.

The Celebrated ‘‘Walking Man” Dies at His 
Home Near Mill Grove, Ind.--The Great- 
est Case of Pedestrianism on Record— 
90,000 Miles in 1,115 Days—Physicians 
Unable to Explain the Force That Im- 
pelled Him—His Experiences in Public. 


A telegram from Mill Grove, Blackford Coun- 
ty, Ind., announces the death at that place 
Sunday of John Owen Snyder, the celebrated 
„walking man.“ Snyder was probably the 


most unique natural freak ever exhibited in a 


dime museum. Asteo children, fat women 
and living skeletons can be duplicated, but 
nobody exactly like John Owen Snyder has ex- 
isted within the range of ancient or modern 
history. Snyder was not a crank. He 
was perfectly sane, but he was afflicted with 
a disease which compelled him to keep almost 
constantly in motion. His disease was never 
understood, although many celebrated phy- 
sicians endeavored to diagnose it. It attacked 
him October 24, 1884. At that time, while work- 
ing near his farm, Mr. Snyder was attacked 
with numbness and cramps in his arms. 
The twitching that accompanied them soon 
extended into the muscles of his legs. The pain 
was intolerable. The only relief Snyder could 
obtain was by moving his legs. Walking 
seemed to alleviatethe pain. Snyder returned 
to his home and torelieve himself began walk- 
ing aboutin the rear of his house. He very 
soon dropped into a circular path which tle 
soles of his shoes began to beat in the earth 
behind his cabin. On and on he walked. 
Occasionally the pain returned and from a 
slow walk he would break into a dog- 
trot. This seemed to give him relief. At 


night he sat down and took short naps, his 
whole period of rest amounting to perhaps an 
hour and a half in the twenty-four. 
NIGHT AND DAY 

he continued his ceaseless tramp. His food 
was handed to him ashe walked. He shaved 
himself and cut his hair while moving about 
his little path. He could dono work and his 
children were obliged to support him and 
their mother. Everyone in the part of 
Indiana in which he lived knew ¥ 
him and many had travelled 0 
see him. A year ago his fame spread. A Chi- 
cago firm owning a dime museum recognized 
the marvelousness of histwo years’ tramp and 
sent an agent to induce him to goon exhibition 
at a liberalsalary. He at first refused. The 
miserable little cabin, where much of his life 
had been spent, the path, six inches deep,

Of those that appear in the first list only 
Hanover, Firenzi, Volante and The Bard re- 
appear in the second. Of the others, Dew 
Drop, King Fox and Lucky B. died, and Tre- 
mont, Inspector B, and Miss Woodford failed 
to stand training.

He so expressed himself, and 
determined that every precaution must be 
9 to prevent a repetition of the affair. 

irst he notified the insurance companies of 
the fact that sawdust was keptinthe building 
and that it should not be permitted there, as 
it was extremely dangerousand apt to cause 
fires. Ihen he ordered the janitors to keep 
sawdust out of the W in the buildin 
and in § future fill „them with san 
instead, Next he had the entire ceiling of the 
cellar fireproofed by covering it with corru- 
gated iron, and he further hada thick brick 
wail built at the foot of the stairway leading 
out of the basement, so that that portion of the 
cellar should be cut entirely off from all other 
sections of it and a fire starting down there 
could not possibly make its way up into the 
building above. 

A HUGE IRON DOOR, 

which is always kept closed, is the only way of 
getting from there into other parts of the cel- 
lar. Then the sawdust-room was fireproofed 
and an iron door erected at the entrance to 
it. An extra lock was also placed on 
the door leading to the basement. When all 
these precautions had been taken it was 
thought the work was done. To-day, how- 
ever, workmen arrived and proceeded to drill 
holes in the stone ledge just below the window 
of the Coroner’s private office. When Coroner 
Frazer arrived be wanted to know what it 
meant and was told that the holes were for an 
iron fire-escape to be extended up to Judge 
Normile's private room. This was too much 
for the Coroner. He did not object tothe 
city’s favorite judge takiny all the precautions 
he desired to protect his life even if they were 
at the city’s expense, but did object to having 
an unsightly flre-escape placed before his 
window apd shutting the light out from his 
office. He ordered the men to desist their 
work, which they did. ‘The fire-escape will 
probably be placed at some other point. At 
present there is only a double iron stairway 
and two others of wood in different parts of 
the building for Judge Normile to escape by 
incase of fre. This he considers entirely in- 
adequate and deems a ftire-escape or two a 
crying necessity.

Joel France, a neighboring farmer, and the 
village druggist, a man named Cunningham, 
accompanied him to take care of his interests. 
He was started for the railroad and walked 
aboard the car in which he began to tramp u 
and down while the train moved on towar 
Cincinnati. Arrived there he was placed ina 
museum where a track had been laid out 
for him. Here he continued to walk. 
A number of physicians and 123 
were invited to examine Snyder and analyze 
his case. They were incredulous at first. A 
night and day watch was fixed among some 
medical students who took an interest in the 
case. Snyder’s movements were observed for 
a week and the stories told about him were 
verified. Professors delivered learned lect- 
ures about his case, and physicians 
theorized about it withont coming to any 
definite conclusion. Snyder continued to 
shuffle about the track of the museum. It 
was very difficult for an ordinary man to keep 
step with him. He always wore rough shoes 
of the coarse and heavy kind often worn by 
laborers or by farmers when plowing. He 
kept up his steady walk day and night, usually 
going at arate of about three miles an hour, 
and sometimes he would trot for an bour or 
two. He explained his various gatis by saying 
that when he couldn’t keep the pain out of his 
legs by slow walking he could subdue it by 
trotting. 
HOW HP SLEPT. 

About 2 o’clock every night he would sit in 
a chair and sleep for half an hour. Instantly, 
upon waking, he wasupandoff again. After 
walking for an hourhe would take another 
short nap. Usually he took three naps of 
half an hour each every night, but sometimes, 
although rarely, hesleptan bour at a time. 

It was with great difficulty that his clothes 
were changed. When he appeared in the 
museum here it was desired to dress him in 
new and better clothes than he had worn. 
From his waist up be could change his 
clothes while walking, but how could he 
change his trousers? For three days and 
nignts Snyder and his attendants watched for 
an opportunity when he could stop long 
enough to effect a change before one pre- 
sented itself. He always slept with his feet in 
a tub of bot water and waked very easily. 

WENT HOME TO DIE. 

Snyder remained two weeks in Cincinnatt. 
He then went to Chicago for four weeks, to 
St. Paul and Minneapolis, and then returned 
home. He purchased a comfortable dwalling 
with his earnings, and provided well for his 
family. He continued his tramp for nearly a 
year, refusing to appear in public. He made 
another contract to go on exhibition this 
winter, but his health failed rapidly and his 
disordered system soon wént to pieces. About 
two weeks ago he took to his bed 
and there he lay until his death. His suffer- 
ings as he N lu bed were almost Intolerable. 
Members of his family constantly bathed and 
rubbed his feet and legs to relieve his pain. 

Snyder was 56 years of age at the time of his 
death. He leaves a wife and four grown 
children. His Wik extended over 1,115 days 
or about 26,760 hours out of which he walked 
23,000 hours and traveled about ninety thou- 
sand miles.
